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ROBABLY no _ spe- 
cial issue of United 
States stamps has 
ever created the in- 
terest and first day 
demand that has 
been occasioned by the new Inter- 
national Civil Aeronautics Con- 
ference stamps issued jointly as a 
compliment to the Wright Brothers 
and to the Aeronautics Conference 
held at Washington, D. C., on De- 
cember 12, 13 and 14, 1928. 


At least, such seems to be the 
case when viewed by one who has 
kept in touch with events leading 
up. to their issue, altho located at 
a distance of several hundred miles 


from the base of activities at 
Washington. 

The statement in the first para- 
graph above is hazarded as a 
guess, but the writer believes that 
he is making a guess that will 
prove correct if events following 
the issue of these stamps can be 
taken as any guide to fact. 

The new stamps are very at- 
tractive, the designs are interest- 
ing—yet somewhat peculiar as to 
the method in which they are 
shown. The central picture of each 
stamp is treated as a whole and 
thus we have the Washington Mon- 
ument at one side with the Capitol 
Building at the other side and the 
first Wright Airplane in the center 
of the 2c stamp while the 5c 
stamp shows a globe of the world 
with a monoplane flying across the 
upper portion of same. In effect 
the picture on each stamp is all 
one picture and as a result the 
proportions of the objects shown 
are so far fetched as to make one 
use their imacination to a con- 
siderable extent in looking at the 
stamps. Had the pictures at the 
sides hee divided or separated 
from ‘he o wieteres by being

placed in panels or otherwise the 
difference in proportions would 
not have been brought so clearly 
to one’s mind. 

However, the stamps are very 
pleasing, probably the neatest and 
most pleasing of any of the Com- 
memoratives since the Norse 
Americans, which will hold a place 
in the hearts of stamp collectors 
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until something more interesting 
and attractive is put forth by this 
government. 

Ordinarily, stamp collectors who 
follow new issues closely would be 
interested in getting first day cov- 
ers from any or all of the post of- 
fices from which the new stamps 
are issued on the first day of use. 
In this case however there are two 
other factors that will make the 
issue of this stamp stand out as 
an event which has attracted more 
interest than has ever before been 
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aroused by the appearance of new 
postage stamps in this country. 

With other issues, the first day 
of issue has been the chief attrac- 
tion to collectors. With this issue, 
the fact that the stamps were for 
a three day Conference at Wash- 
ington, many collectors decided 
that they must have the three dif- 
ferent date cancellations of De- 
cember 12, 13 and 14. This de- 
termination to have the three dates 
gives them in effect a set of the 
stamps on the days of the Con- 
ference and the added incentive to 
have the three day dates was fur- 
nished by the Government an- 
nouncing that there would be a 
special postal station set up in the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce Building, where the Aero- 
nautics Conference was held and 
that a special steel cancellation 
stamp would be used for the three 
day period of the conference. 

Add to this, the fact that these 
stamps were complimentary to 
Aviation and we thus drag in all 
of the collectors and followers of 
Air Mail Stamps in this country 
and greatly add to the number of 
collectors who would otherwise be 
interested in these first day covers. 

As stated before, appearances 
and happenings to the date this is 
written would lead one to the be- 
lief that the whole works in Wash- 
ington must have been swamped 
with the first day demand for these 
stamps. 

Ordinary 2c stamps on covers to 
Columbus, cancelled at Washington 
at 9 a. m. on December 12 and 
coming by rail arrived here on the 
afternoon of December 14. The 
5¢e stamps coming by air mail, 
were cancelled at Washington at 


L p. m. on December 12 and 
limped in our office Saturday 
morning December 15. Truly a 


remarkable example of “Air Mail 
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Saves Time”. The air mail cov- 
ers did get to Cleveland, Ohio, 


where they were backstamped De- 
cember 13, 8 p. m. and finally ar- 
rived at Columbus and were back- 
stamped Dec. 14, 9 p. m. The 
covers should have come down 
from Cleveland on the night plane 
on the night of December 13 and 
should have been delivered in the 
morning mail of the 14th. 

All of the stamps from Wash- 
ington, mailed through the special 
postoffice in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Building are cancelled in 
green. The cancellation being of 
the style of one of the standard 
machine cancellations with the in- 
scription “Washington, D. C. 11— 
Dec. 13—9 A. M.—1928” in a circle 
while at the right in oblong frame 
“International Civil - Aeronautics 
Conference” with a picture of an 
airplane below which are the dates 
“Dec. 12-14, 1928”. 

Reports from Washington, re- 
garding the events around the 
days of issue of these stamps are 
awaited with interest. Unless 
there is a reprinting of the 5c 
stamp, it is our prediction that this 
item will follow the same course 
as that of the Norse American is- 
sue. 


George Rogers Clark 

The postoffice department at 
Washington has been requested to 
issue a special Memorial Stamp in 
1930 in honor of George Rogers 
Clark. A statewide memorial ob- 
servance of the battle of Piqua 
will be held on the site of the bat- 
tle just west of Springfield, Ohio, 
in 1930. 

George Rogers Clark was born 
in 1752 and died in 1818, he ren- 
dered very valuable service to the 
United States during the revolu- 
tion. It was largely due to his 
services that the territory west of 
the Alleghenies was acquired by 
the United States when the treaty 
of peace was made in 1782-83. 
Clark had made conquest of prac- 
tically all territory north of the 
Ohio River and as far west as the 
Mississippi and it was this fact 
that had more bearing on the 
claim of the United States to this 
territory than any other cause. 


The Collector’s Clubh—New York 
The program of the Collector’s 
Club of New York is always of in- 
terest to all stamp collectors. 
Those who have occasion to visit 
New York at any date on which 
meetings are held will find a wel- 
come and much of interest to at- 
tract them. 
On January 2, Mr. Alfred F. 
Lichtenstein will exhibit some of 
his famous and wonderful early 
British North American stamps. 
On January 16, one of the Com- 
petition nights so popular with 
club members will be the event of 
interest. Any 20 pages from a 


members collection may be shown 
and the exhibits are judged for 
their interest, rarity not being 
considered. This gives the ama- 
teur the same opportunity as the 
wealthy collector and is always of 
great interest to members. 

On February 6th, the Waterbury 
Stamp Club of Waterbury, Conn., 
will be the guests of the Club and 
will make an exhibit. This ought to 
bring forth a wonderful showing 
of those famous Waterburv Can- 
cellations. 

On February 20, Mr. Henry P. 
Lapham will make an exhibit of 
nis collection of German States. 


New Scott Specialized Catalog 

The sixth edition of the new 
United States Specialized Catalog 
published by The Scott Stamp & 
Coin Company is now in the hands 
of the collectors who have been 
anxiously awaiting its appearance. 
The book comes in a pretty blue 
cover this time, is somewhat en- 
larged and contains many new 
features that are of added interest. 

A number of illustrations with 
a Glossary of terms, illustrated 
also, has been added at the front 
of the catalog so that collectors 
may more readily understand what 
is meant by “Die, Transfer Roll, 
Plate, Recut, Cracked Plate” and 
many other things which are not 
clear to the amateur. As always 
the book is of much interest and 
has been eagerly awaited by the 
specialist. 

It is to be regretted however 
that the Scott Company can not 
see the advisability of bringing the 
minor variety listing up to date 
and giving as thorough a handling 
of modern issues as they do of the 
early ones. The great interest in 
modern U. S., most of which are 
within the reach of all would seem 
to justify a thorough cataloging 
of them. No mention is made of 
the rare pair of 10c 1898 showing 
types I and II in the same piece. 
A peculiar slip somewhere in the 
line of production however has 
caused them to omit the recent 
Hawaii surcharges’ while the 
Molly Pitcher a later issue is in- 
cluded.

There is but little new in Post- 
office Department reports this past 
week of interest to Air Mail col- 
lectors. During the time between 
which this copy is prepared and 
when it will appear in print we 
can look for numerous special 
eachets applied to air mail from 
various parts of the country. Some 
of these will come from cities who 
will honor the Wright Brothers by 
applying a special cachet on the 
17th of December in honor of the 
25th anniversary of their first 
flight at Kitty Hawk, North Caro- 
lina on December 17th, 1903. 

Among towns which have an- 
nounced special cachets we note 
Toledo, Ohio; Cleveland, Ohio; Mc- 
Keesport, Pa.; Northville, Michi- 
gan; South Bend, Indiana, and 
some other points have been men- 
tioned but we have no direct in- 
formation regarding same. 


We have just received Decem- 
ber 17, covers from Kitty Hawk, 
N. C., with a special cachet. A 
complete description will be pub- 
lished next week. 


Bellefonte, Pa., will use a special 
cachet in celebration of the tenth 
anniversary of the establishment 
of the air mail route from New 
York to the west coast. No doubt 
there will be other observations of 
this anniversary and we shall be 
pleased to have any news regard- 
ing the same. 

From Washington in the past 
week we are pleased to acknowl- 
edge covers with the new Wright 
Brothers stamps from Mr. Wm. A. 
Verhas of Washington, D. C. and 
from Mr. Warner Robison, of 
Mentor, Ohio. These covers were 
both cancelled at Washington on 
the 12th of December and got to 
Columbus by Air Mail on the 15th. 
Truly fast work? A cover from 
Mr. Verhas cancelled on the 13th 
arrived at the same time as the 
above, having made up a little on 
the lost time of the others. 

Mr. G. W. Linke, of Edmonton, 
Alberta, Canada, the first Can- 
adian subscriber to the News has 
sent a cover from the first flight 
of the Air Mail from Edmonton to 
Winnipeg, December 10th. This 
cover is signed by the postmaster 
at Edmonton and thus will occupy 
a treasured position in the air mail 
collection which the editor has been 
building up in the past few months. 
Thanks, friend Linke. 


The New Canadian Flights 


Beginning December 10, the 
Canadian Government announced 
flights for experimental purposes 
between five of the larger cities of 
the great western country in Can- 
ada. These flights are to be con- 
tinued until the 29th December. In 
all there were 16 different flights 
linking the various cities and it is 
to the credit of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment and to Aviation that 
every one of the various flights 
came off promptly on the day ap- 
pointed and that, judging from our 
experience, the covers sent on these 
various flights came _ through 
promptly and in good order. The 
editor of the News sent ten covers 
over each of the flights and it is 
considered as highly favorable to 
all parties concerned that every 
one of the entire 160 covers came 
through promptly and in good 
order and in gangs of ten as they 
should have come. 

Last week we described the 
cachets of the first two covers that 
had come from Regina and Calgary 
to Winnipeg. Before the paper 
appeared in print all of the other 
fourteen flights had been made and 
covers had arrived safely at hand. 
We shall not attempt to describe 
all of the cachets but some brief 
remarks about each should be of 
interest. 


Regina to Saskatoon — Cachet 
shows a threshing scene. Cachet 
in magenta. All covers are can- 
celled 10 a. m. Dee. 10, at Regina 
and backstamped the same date at 
Saskatoon. 


Regina to Calgary — Cachet 
shows a mountain scene. Cachet 
in magenta. All covers are back- 
stamped on the same date at Cal- 
gary and out of ten covers, eight 
of them have been backstamped at 


Cincinnati, Ohio, on December 
13th. 
Regina to Edmonton—Cachet 


shows mountains in the background 
with fast train and an airplane 
overhead. Cachet is in magenta. 
All covers are cancelled at 10 a. 
m. December 10, at Calgary and 
backstamped at Edmonton with 
the same cancellation mark as was 
used on the mail from Edmonton 
on the flight on this date. Some 
of these covers also have been 
backstampd at Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Regina to Winnipeg—Cachet 
shows a buffalo or bison on the 
western plains, mountains in the 
background. Cachet is in violet. 
All of these covers were cancelled 
at Regina on the 10th of December 
at 10 a. m. None of them are back- 
stamped but all bear the Winnipeg 
receiving mark on the front of the 
covers, same date, Dec. 10. 


Winnipeg to Edmonton—Cachet 
is same as Regina to Saskatoon. 
Cachet in magenta. All covers are

BLACK STAMPS 


There is a very interesting letter 
in the December issue of Gibbons’ 
Monthly Journal on the subject of 


a collection of black stamps, 
stamps printed in black. The 
editor remembers with much in- 


terest, a conversation with a very 
interesting gentleman at Spring- 
field, Mass., during the period of 
the last convention there. This 
party was an advertising man or 
a newspaper man and confided to 
the editor his love of black ink on 


white paper. What printer or 
newspaper man is there who 
couldn’t pore over a_ collection 
alone such lines and grow en- 
thusiastic over it. 

The correspondent writing to 


Gibbons states that his interest in 
these stamps was first aroused in 
1910 and that to date he has suc- 
ceeded in gathering about 700 
black beauties. The writer goes on 
to say that he has discovered that 
a very large percentage of the 
world’s rarities are black stamps, 
due to the fact that many first is- 
sues were black on white or col- 
ored paper. A survey of a catalog 
of stamps shows about 2200 varie- 
ties have been issued to date and 
probably half of these are early 
prints.
